or later her national resources... The cost 
of the present war for one month, we are 
told, is higher by one-third than the total 
cout of the war of 1870. The Fioanco 
Minister, however, finds consolation in’ the 
fact. that Germany’s burdons, though, 
heavy, are surpassed by those of her 
enemies. Hitherto, he declares, Germany’s 
expenditure was the highest of any of the 
belligerents, but naw it is exceeded by that 
of England, and of the total cost of war 
‘the Allies, he. slleges, are bearing: almast' 
two-thirds, Even. assuming the figures to 
be correct, there-is no reason why the sug-

‘We observe that Dr, Helfferich . indig- 
nantly” denies the assertion of Germany s 
enemios-that her previous War Loang were 
raised by means of eredit loan institutions. 
But if tho assistance of such institutions 
wag not needed ae were they ever 
created? Were the War Loan banks. at 
which advances were made upon thé 
security of investments. and property of 
all kinds -eatablished .simply for the’ fun 
of the thing? Everyone knows, ‘on the 
contrary, thnt they supplied a public need, 
and that but for the advances they wera 
able to make subscriptions to. the War 
Loans would have been exceedingly 
mengro. Aa we have said before, Germany 
after the war became a: vast pawnshop, 
and it. was only -by pledging their posses- 
sions and accepting paper money in ©- 
change: that the people were enabled to 
take up the loang floated by the Govern- 
ment, And the system of piling ‘credit 
upon’ credit is being. maintained, for, 
according: to’ Dr. .Helfferich, Imperial 
Treasury bonds are to be accepted og pay- 
ment for the new loan about. to be issued. 
No doubt, in order io provide funds for 
subscriptions to the new emission advances 


will be made on the stocks of the old loans, | 4. 


and in this way an artificial appearance 
of an obundance''of loanable. capital 
will be created, but: few will "be 
impressed and none deceived by ‘their 
devices, The arrangement is unsatis-

when their country, sooner or later, is de- 
foated. But eventual collapse is inevit- 
able, if only because of the oxhgustion:! cf 
‘the nation's wealth through the war. Her 
natural resources, though’ large, . are 


limited, and they aro not being reinforced | he 


“to any appreciable extent from outside. 
When the war is over she ‘will be percep- 
tibly poorer than before in the possession 
of nearly oll kinds of commodities, while, 
on the other hand, her public debt aad hor 
obligations to her creditors will have vast- 
ly inerensed.’ Meanwhile war borrowing 
operations. and public expenditure will 
have reaulted in a greatly inflated paper 
currency, There wil] be more money and 
less economic wealth. Prohibitive prices 
and national distress will follow, and only 
when industrial production: reaches dimen- 
sions suflicient to enable the, country to 
pay by ‘her exports for the imports she 
will urgently. require will something like 
normal and healthy conditions be restored, 

Meanwhile, recklessness is the order of 
the day in financial, as in- military, 
matters. Another £500,000,000 has been 
voted by the Reichstag, bringing up. to 
£1,500,000,000 the total credits granted by 
Parliament since the war started. The 
ratte of interest being 5 per cent,, war 
borrowings havo _ already involved. an 
annual addition of £75,000,000 to the Em- 
pire’s interest charges. But, according to 
the Minister of Finance, there is to be nu 
incroase in taxation’ .during the 
war, and as it. is’ obvious that 
under present conditions public revenue 
must. rather contract’ than. expand 
—a,. very large part of Germany’s 
reyenue being derived: from taxes on im 
ports, which are no longer’ received, 
and from ‘railways, . which are 
in the possession of the military 
wuthorities—the | country. will have 
to go on paying interest on its war 


debt out of capital.” We-oan quite reclise.

of disillusionment comes jg not to bo ony’ d, 
Meanwhile the German Finance Mimniste:, 
while announcing that a great propaganda 
in support of the new. War Loan. {gs to be 
conducted, cannot refrain from a sneer at 
the arch-enemy England, whose success in 
financing ‘her. war expenditure is well 
calculated 10 excite his envy. .

All England begins slowly to tesemblo 
an extensive military camp.

‘that the whole English people has only 
one end in view—to make as gure, as:

actory conclusion. The ple's enthu: 
siasmn for the war is general, and onesome- 
times hears striking examples of this, 
1 kvow a village near Bristol where ‘thera 
had about 650 youths suitable for 
military service; 640 of these have volun- 


téored, England, indeed, at this moment |. ° 


is doing all he can.- : 4 

When ‘asked whether the long duration 
of the war had had @ demoralizing effect 
oni tbe, spirit of the troops, Mr. Holdert 


replied : 

Bo far from there being ‘any question 
of demoralization, the spirit among the 
troops is rathor better than worse.’ One 
good treason for this is the improvementi 
of the situation behind the front, which 
has steadily become more tolerable. The 

rmy Service Corps amd medical serviers 
aire now uinly equal to their task, and 
soldiers whom I questioned were inyari- 
ably. completely satisfied with their food. 

_ Mr. Holdert spoke of the damage’ dong 
to Arras, where about a thousand in- 
habitants remain. _ They have to live in 
cellars’ connected: by  subterrancan 
passages, to provide means of escape in 
case one-cellar is demolished by shell fire. 
Leaving the town Mr. Holdert came upon 
& post of three men—of whom one was 
ordinarily. a barrister; the second. w 
plumber, and the third a tailor~and he 
asked if they did not think it time to 
make an end of the war’s senscless 
destruction. : : 

‘What do you mean?” replied the 
advocate, -“ You will not suagest that 
we must ¢onclude peace with the Boche 
beaause he has destroyed Arras! Let 
Joffre take his‘time. We’ would rather 
sacrifice all the cities of France than not 
prosecute this. wan to am end. France 
has only one choice—conquer or herself 
conquered, amnihilated.. In your 
country they talk mach about peace, but 
we know better; we. know very well. that 
itis no time just now to think about 
peace. . Have you met any advocates of 
a speedy peace in Franeo 1” : : 

Mr. Holdert confessed that. neither in 
Paris nor at the front had he spoken 
with ‘a single person who thought this 
war could end. otherwise than in com 
plete victory for France... Everywhere 
was the sdina resolution, the same con- 
fidence inthe future. A 

When asked whether he believed that the 
French would prosecute the war whatever 
huppens, Mr. Holdert replied: —. 

_Susquaw bont, There is no question 
about that. “I cannot imagine any French 
Government which would not be immedi- 
ately swept away if it<entered ‘into 
negotiation with, an unconquered Ger- 
many. ‘The spirit of the French troops, 
is such that. any Government which would: 
dare to - begin ‘conversations with,’ the 
enemy would, if necessary, bo expelled 
by the bsyonet.. But: I assure you the 
French Government would not think of 
it. ‘Anyone who just now engages in 
pesca propaganda ia thereby rendered 
suspect. I wish peace apostles under- 


stood that better, + Anti-war councils and: 
associations of that.tendency compromise | 


our country ini'an undesizable way, and 
the efforts. of these organizations is nat 


only useless but even injurious td the ! 
interests of. our country. It. could he! - 


wished that all neutral peace propaganda 
waa stopped.’ I assure you Dutch peace 
propaganda’ only awakens vexation even 
in French diplomatic circles, 


lt mends little perspicacitv to. perceive; 


that France just now can desire no peace, 


The French people did not desire war and 
they, have been obliged to make’ great 
sderifices;-they have sacrificed ‘thousands 
of their ‘sons; and they, démand: coiipen- 
sation... -The prosecution of the war is 
thie opinion everywhere. . Indesd, when 
one sees in the etreots of Paris the many 
women dressed in black who bear their 
sorrow patiantly, one feela it is they in 
the first. plico. who impose on every 
Frenth Government, the duty to prosecute 
the war to victory. :
